Terms. Cash with order or satisfactory references, except to parties 
of known responsibility. 


Transportation at Purchaser’s Risk. AII transportation ex- 
penses except on Roses and Liriope, are to be paid by the purchaser; our 
responsibility ceases upon delivery, in good order, to forwarding com- 
panies. 


Substitution. We do not substitute unless so authorized. It ts well, 
however, as the season advances, to name substitute to be used in the 
event of shortage. 


Inspection. Our Nurseries were inspected by a representative of C. 
H. Alden, state entomologist, Atlanta, Ga., August, 1945, and a certifi- 
cate to this effect, and that plants are fumigated as required by law, ac- 
companies every shipment. We comply with the various laws of the 
states into which we ship. 


Claims. If, by any possibility, errors should occur, they will be 
promptly rectified, 1f clatm is made within 10 days after receipt of the 
goods. 


Guarantee. We cannot control conditions after plants leave our 
hands, and we cannot, therefore, guarantee our plants to live. We do 
guarantee all stock sent out to be well rooted, true to name, properly 
packed and shipped according to instructions.

OTHING brings such charm and distinction to gardens 
of the Gulf and Coastal section of the Southland as 
Camellias. They are at home in an area approximately 

from Charleston, through Augusta, Macon, Columbus, 
Montgomery, Meridian, Vicksburg, and New Orleans to the 
coast. With extra care, lovely Camellias may be grown above 
these limits. But the area designated is where these charming 
winter-flowering trees are at their best, and where they give 
a thrilling display in midwinter. Camellias and azaleas are a 
necessity if we are to keep our gardens of the Lower South 
distinctive. 


Design in the garden is rightly regarded as of primary im- 
portance, and the kinds of plants used in securing a desired 
effect are a secondary consideration. But if this pleasing 
design can be carried out with extra-fine and out-of-the- 


ordinary plants, then gardens of unusual beauty result. 
Such plants are the azaleas and Camellias, and gardens in 
which they are used are immediately lifted out of the common- 
place. These shrubs take the place of good evergreen and 
deciduous shrubs and fill the garden with a glory that ts un- 
surpassed in the winter and early spring. 


For many years we have given special attention to the 
growing of winter and early spring-flowering material, and 
particularly to Camellias in the past decade.

18 inches in depth and width, and use several shovelfuls of well-rotted cow manure; or if this is not 
available, use peat humus, or 50 per cent of each. Set the plants just deep enough to cover the bud 
union, which means 1 or 2 inches deeper than they stood in the nursery. Pack well and water thor- 
oughly. In the spring use a balanced commercial fertilizer. The American Rose Society’s handbook, 
“What Every Rose-Grower Should Know” makes Rose growing easy by providing the answers 
to questions on planting and care when you need them. We recommend the use of this little 


reference book. 

When you can travel again, visit the Thomasville Rose Show in April. Also, any day in April or 
May, the months our fields are open to visitors, come and see Roses at the Home of Roses. But right 
now we invite you to order Thomasville Roses for your own garden!

LIRIOPE MUSCAR 
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No one who has seen showy Lirlope Muscari in bloom at Thomas- 
ville throughout the summer will ever forget the colorful sight. This is 
truly the most useful of all border plants. It grows well in dense shade 
or in the full sun. It is used to border walks and beds, on slopes to pre- 
vent washing, as a ground-cover, in porch-boxes and as potted plants. 
Averages 8 to 12 inches in height and spread. 


Liriope Muscari is so easy to grow it is foolproof. While it thrives 
best in light but enriched soils, it will persist in well-nigh impossible hard 
and heavy soils. And though it will bloom in any location, the foliage 
is of better dark green color when planted in shade or partial shade. 
Liriope plants may be set any time of the year, and several years later 
may be dug, divided into at least four times the quantity, and the 
planting extended. 


Our L. Muscari, sometimes listed as L. graminifolia densiflora, is 
genuine, grown from divisions only. We grow no seedlings, since they 
usually revert to the small-leaf type with light, stringy flowers of short 
duration. Our division-grown L. Muscari has wide leaves and produces 
uniform, heavy spikes of deep lavender-blue flowers over a long season. 
Plant 6 inches apart for continuous line. 


Liriope is so hardy it may be planted in the entire South. If you are 
not ready to plant a border, try a dozen or more plants. You will be 
pleased.
